Alliance seen reopening on Tuesday

The Tel Aviv District Court yes- 
terday approved the reopening of 
the Alliance tyre company, which 
has been closed since July. 

Alliance's receiver, Amram 
Blum, told the court Friday he had 
the necessary funding to resume op- 
erations. Bank Hapoalim wil] loan 
Alliance $5 million; Discount $2m; 


and Leumi $lm. Koor, Alliance's - 


parent company, bas offered ότι. 
in guarantees. 

Blum told The Jerusalem Post that 
Alliance will probably reopen on 
Tuesday. 

According to Blum’s proposed re- 
covery programme over 300 out of 
the more than 1,000 workers at the 
Hadera-based company will be dis- 
missed -- 250 within the next month 
and 80 during the next, six months. 


The remaining workers have agreed 
to a 4% cut in their salaries. Mem- 
bers of the works committee which 
led the fight against Blum’s appoint- 
ment are among those scheduled for 
dismissal 


The court ordered the closure of 
Alliance after the company's work- 
ers refused to cooperate with the 
receiver. Alliance had been placed 
under receivership three months 
earlier, after the company’s workers 
refused to accept management's 
proposed recovery programme. It 
was the first Histadrut company 
ever to be banded over to a receiver.

Use of plastic bullets explained 


Rabin: More injuries

Defense Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
said yesterday that the IDF is using 
plastic bullets in the territories to 
increase injuries among Palestinian 
rioters. He said he was "ποῖ wor- 
tied” by the sharp rise in casualties 
among participants in violent pro- 
tests, ing, “this is precisely 
our aim.” 

Rabin said the mounting injuries 
did not reflect an increase in violent 
demonstrations, but a rise in the 
number of Palestinians wounded in 
each confrontation with troops. 
There had been no rise in the rate of 
killings, he said. 

Security and hospital officials said 
yesterday that two Gaza Strip Pales- 
tinians had been killed by plastic 
bullets. More than 150 Palestinians 
have been wounded in clashes over 
the last week and a half — a sharp 
increase over previous casualty 
rates. 

Soldiers are allowed to shoot plas- 
tic bullets at stone-throwers, even 
when not in life-threatening situa- 
tions. The bullets penetrate the 
body but are considered non-lethal 
when fired at ἃ range of more than 
70 metres. 

Use of the plastic bulledts in restricted 
to trained personnel, who may shoot 


only at certain parts of the body at 
specific ranges, Rabin said. 

“Our purpose is to increase the 
number of (wounded) among those 
who take part in violent activities, 
but not to kill them,” Rabin told a 
press conference at Bet ἘΠ military 
headquarters, “I am not worried by 
the increased number of people who 
got wounded, as long as they were 
wounded as a result of being in- 
volved actively, by instigating, orga- 
nizing, and taking part in violent 
activities. 

“The rioters are suffering more 
casualties. That is precisely our aim. 

“The growing number of casual- 
ties does not indicate to me an esca- 
lation of incidents.” Rabin said. 
“On the contrary, it illustrates the 
improved ability of IDF soldiers to 

out their misson and deal ef- 
fectively with rioters, so that we will 
have the upper hand.” 

Rabin said plastic bullets had 
been developed as an additional 
non-lethal riot-control method. in 
order to hit stone-throwers and riot 
organizers standing behind them. 
Other equipment. such as tear-gas 
and rubber bullets, had proved inad- 
equate against stone-throwing from 
30 to 50 metres, Rabin said. He said 
Israel had at first obtained the plas- 
tic bullets from abroad, but was also

capable of producing them. He de- 
clined to say from which country the 
bullets were bought. 

Rabin said that along with use of 
plastic bullets, the IDF had in- 
creased its preemptive raids on vil- 
lages in order to block organization 
of violent protests. This too had in- 
creased confrontations and casual- 
ties, he said. “We are determined ta 
do everything legally possible to 
suppress and significantly reduce 
the violence in the territories,” Ra- 
bin said. 

MK Yossi Sarid, (Citizens 
Rights), yesterday demanded that 
Rabin ban the use of plastic bullets. 
Sarid said mounting Palestinian ca- 
sualties showed that plastic bullets 
were lethal, caused muttiple inju- 
Ties, and were unfit for use as riot 
control equipment. 

In other remarks. Rabin refused 
to confirm or deny that a delegation 
of senior South African army offi- 
cers had recently toured the West 
Bank and discussed riot-cuntrol 
techniques with Israeli officers. “I 
don't think we have to learn from 
anyone how to deal with such 
events,” he said. 

Rabin said many foreign military 
delegations bad visited Israel and 
the territories, but such visits were 
not publicized. 


Three Gazans killed, two by plastic

Three Gazans died yesterday and 
at least 36 people sustained gunshot 
wounds in clashes with the IDF 
throughout the Gaza Strip and the 
West Bank. Security sources said 
two of the deaths were caused by 
plastic bullets. 

It was the second day of wide- 
spread rioting in the Strip. On Mon- 

y one person was killed and some 
50 were injured in the territories. 

Local and IDF sources attributed 
the high number of casualties this 
week to the increased use of plastic 
bullets in dispersing riots. 

The plastic bullets were cited as 
the reason for a strike yesterday 
throughout the strip. Early in the 


morning youths patrolled the 
streets, demanding that shopkeep- 
ers shut down. They erected road- 
blocks and the black smoke of burn- 
ning tytes billowed in many places. 

Riots broke out in Khan Yunis 
during which troops fatally shot 17- 
year-old Osama Breka in the heart 
with a plastic bullet, according to 
both Israeli and Palestinian sources. 

Later, at the Nuseirat refugee 


* camp, 17-year-old Imad ubu-Sharar 


was shot and killed. Arab ital 
sources said he had been killed by a 
plastic bullet that struck him in the 
chest, but this was not confirmed by 
Israeli officials. 

Meanwhile at the Sheba Medical 
Center at Tel Hashomer, Husam al- 
Gherbawi, 20 of Gaza, succumbed 
to wounds sustained on Tuesday 


from a plastic bullet. 

In the West Bank. nine persons 
were reported wounded. Military 
sources said two persons were 
wounded at Awarta near Nablus, 
when villagers clashed with troops 
who arrived to make arrests. 

Palestinian sources said seven 
other persons were wounded in 
clashes at Zeita, Far'un and Sarta 
near Tulkarm, at Kafr a-Dik, the 
Jenin refugee camp, Tulkatm and 
el-Bireh. 

A curfew was in force on the al- 
Amari refugee camp for the second 
week, and on the τοῖα 
camp and neighbouring Dhanabe. 
which have been under curfew for 
nearly a month. The villages of Kafr 
Malek and Beit Rima near Ramal- 
lah remained closed off. 


Former Gaza mayor dies at 79

Rashad Shawwa, the twice-de- 
posed mayor of Gaza and one of the 
most prominent personalities in the 
territories, died Jast night of a heart 
attack, family members said. He 
was 79. They said Shawwa had suf- 
fered from a slight cold for the past 
two days and died unexpectedly at 
7:15 p.m. at home. 

Shawwa was born into a wealthy, 
aristocratic family in the Gaza Strip, 
went to school in Jerusalem, and 
graduated from the American Uni- 
versity in Cairo in 1934 with a de- 
gree in political science. On his re- 
turn to Gaza, he became a civil 
servant in the British mandatory ad- 
ministration, eventually reaching 
the position of governor of Haifa, ἃ

position from which he was fired in 
1937 because of anti-British 
activities. 

In 1971, following the Six Day 


Shawwa 


War, the military government ap- 
pointed Shawwa mayor of Gaza. 
But a year later, he was deposed for 
nationalistic activities only to be re- 
instated and deposed again in 1982. 
Nevertheless, he continued to be the 
most prominent spokesman for the 
Palestinians of Gaza, generally tak- 
ing a moderate, pro-Jordanian 
stance. 

Thousands of Gazans gathered 
Jast night outside the Shawwa villa 
when they leamed that the elderly 
leader had died, Israel TV reporicd, 

Shawwa is survived by his wife. 
Sarah Khayel, 65, two sons, two 
daughters, and seven grandchildren. 
The funeral is tentatively scheduled 
for tomorrow. (See appreciation

The oral vaccine contains 20 drops or 10 separate 
doses and sells for NIS 10 - the price set by the 
ministry. The ministry itself purchases Sabin vaccine 
from Holland for five U.S. cents per dose. 

The pharmacists said they instruct purchasers to 
keep the vaccine cold and to ask their doctors how 
much to use. Under no circumstances should they 
ingest all 20 drops, as serious complications may

The Sabin vaccine can actually cause polio in 
anywhere from one in 500,000 (according to Israeli 
figures) to one in three million (according to U.S. 


Health Minister Shoshana Arbeli-Almostino will 
today head a meeting of her advisory committee on 
infectious diseases, to discuss the vaccination of ba- 
bies on a regular basis with both the Sabin oral serum 
(which has been given since 1961) and the injected 
Salk vaccine. This combination is thought to provide 
greater protection. Only in the territories has the 
dual vaccine been used since 1982, The committee 
will also study laboratory results from the stricken 


areas and decide whether residents of other localities - 


should be immunized.

Row continues over TV debate 

The bickering and mutual recrim-

Settlers leave new sites

Settlers who had squatted at three 
‘West Bank sites yesterday evacuat- 
ed them but Meir Kahanc's Kach 
movement appeared heading to- 
wards a clash with IDF troops in 
Hebron this afternoon. 

The West Bank settlers left the 
sites of their “temporary settle- 
ments” after the [DF ueclared them 
Closed military zones. 

A Kach ‘spokesman rejected an 
army demand that the organization 
apply for a permit for a convention 
it is planning to bold in Hebron. He 
said the demand would be refused 
“as a matter of principle.* Kach had 
planned to bring some 300 people to 
tour Hebron and then hold a con- 
vention at the local Settlers’ Restau- 
Yanit.

Soviets call for U.S. cooperation 
in establishing world space agency 


UNITED NATIONS (AP) ~ The 
Soviet Union yesterday called on 
the ὉΠ. 5. to join it in creating a 
world space organization that would 
use a disputed Siberian radar base as 
its eye on the heavens. 

Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev 
suggested earlier this month that the 
Soviet radar base at Krasnoyarsk be 
tumed over to an international 
agency for the peacefu) exploration 
of space. The U.S. says the instalia- 
tion violates the 1972 Auti-Ballistic 
Missile Treaty and must be 
demolished. 

Foreign Minister Eduard She- 
vardnadze said in his speech yester- 
day to the General Assembly that 
the U.S. should joi the Soviets in 


the space agency and donate radar 
units in Greenland and Britain. 

Shevardnadze launched the latest 
Soviet diplomatic initiative to make 
the UN a “‘unique giobal centre for 
ensuring universal and regional se- 
curity, and the security of each 
country.” 

_ The Western allies regard the So- 
viet proposal as a new organization- 
al plan that would replace the UN 
Charter, and they are reluctant to 
tinker with the existing structure of 
the world body. 

Last year, the Soviets were unable 
to win a majority of votes in the 
General Assembly when they intro- 
duced their plan as a resolution. 

Shevardnadze said the U.S.—Sovi- 


et treaty to scrap all intermediate- 
range ouclear missiles should be 
supplemented by an agreement lim- 
iting the spread of military missile 
technology that “could be worked 
out only under the auspices of the 
United Nations.”

Ulster police find ‘huge 
arsenal’ of terror weapons 


BELFAST (AP) — Security forces 
have found “ἃ huge arsenal” of ter- 
Torist weapons. including a Soviet- 
made rocket launcher, hidden in un- 
derground bunkers near the Irish 
border. 

The Royal Ulster Constabulary 
said “a number of people” were ar- 
rested for questioning about the 
arms caches, discovered on Monday 
and yesterday around Strabane, 
County Tyrone, near Northern Ire- 
land’s northwest border with the 
Irish Republic. 

The haul included a Soviet RPG-7 
rocket launcher and two warheads, 
more than 455 kg. of homemade 
explosives. two Soviet-made AKM 
assault rifles, one shotgun, a large 
quantity of ammunition and maga- 
zines, detonators, explosive fuses 
and propellant charges, police said. 

The arms had been concealed in 
152-litre drums which had been 
welded together and buried in elab- 
orately constructed underground 


hiding places on a hillside. police 
said. 


“It is obvious that people within 
our community were fully aware of 
the presence of these caches.” said a 
police spokesman. He urged mem- 
bers of the public to use a confiden- 
tial telephone number to report any 
information about terrorist activitics 
or arms so that “lives can be saved.” 

Last week, Sir John Hermon, 
head of the Royal Ulster Constabu- 
lary. said the outlawed Irish Repub- 
lican Army “has very considerable 
quantities of very powerful weapon- 
Ty which they have not yet used.” 
including surface-to-air missiles. 

Libya is believed to have supplied 
the weapons to the IRA. 

This vear a series of IRA attacks 
in Northern Ireland, mainland Brit- 
ain and continental Evrope has 
killed 27 British soldiers while an- 
other 20 civilians have died in bun- 
gled IRA operations since Novem- 
ber.

‘Cherished’ Shroud of Turin made 
in 14th century, lab tests reveal 


ROME (AP) - The scientific adviser 
to the archbishop of Turin said 
Tuesday that be was told laboratory 
tests show the Shroud of Turin was 
made in the 14th century and could 
not be the burial cloth of Christ, as 
has been claimed by many 
Catholics. 

Professor Luigi Gonella said he 
has not seen the official report from 
the three laboratories that conduct- 
ed the carbon-14 dating tests, but 
hat all the leaks to the press dated it 
Ὁ the 14th century.

"Ie said one of the lasting 
mysteries is how the shroud was 
made.

French crusader 
Robert of Clari mentioned seeing 
the shroud in 1203 in Constantino- 
ple at the imperial palace, but the 
first actual records trace it only to 
Lirey im France in 1354.

But the cards 
contained an earlier election pitch, 
no longer relevant, if not altogether 
embarrassing. This was to be pasted 
over by the sticker which featured a 
new message, playing up the hope 
for peace. that the Labour govern- 
ment would bring via the just-sched- 
uled Geneva conference.

Idon’t know whether Labour won 
that election because of my father's 
diligence (the Labour people in any 
case were very gratefal). But we do 
know that the Geneva conference 
began and ended with that single, 
pre-election sitting, which Bar-Zo- 
har considers “something which La- 
bour certainly exploited to its ad- 
vantage in that sad ign.”

purposes, even though it’s not clear 
if, as charged then, the Alignment 
deliberately strove to schedule the 
opening session at a date that would 


help it electorally. But it is undeni-' 
. able that the conference helped di- 


vert attention, even if briefly, from 
the trauma of the war and helped 
delay the backlash against Labour.” 


LABOUR WAS NEVER as jit- 
tery as it was in 1973, and with good 
reason. That was its last in an unbro- 
ken string of electoral victories. In 
1977 the earth quaked beneath the 
Alignment, and the Likud won the 
contest. But Weiss says that in that 
1977 camp.ign the Likud “exploited 
various events dramatically to em- 
barrass Labour, though these events 
were not of the Likud’s creation. 

“One ripe apple was provided by 
Labour with the Rabins" illegal 
American bank account. It wasn't a 
Likud gimmick, but it was the Li- 
kud’s dramatization. Likewise when

Such exploitation of events by an 
opposition party was not new. Weiss 

that the Likud employed 
this in the 1955 Kastner trial seeking 
to create 3 subtle impression that all 
of Mapai was guilty of dealing with 
the Nazis, (Kastner, a Mapai activist 
and editor of the Mi eatalis 
Hungarian-langvage ly was then 
charged of collaborating with the 
‘Nazis in the extermination of Hun- 
garian Jewry). 

But then came the Likud’s own 
turn at the helm and the opportunity 
to create events and not just re- 
spon to them. The outstanding ex- 
ample of such Likud manipulation, 
according to Labour's campaign his- 
torians, came with the bombing of 
the Iraqi ouclear reactor in 198], 
right in the middle of the campaign. 

“Sniff and nonsense.”retorts Be- 
gin’s aide, Yehiel Kadishai. “Begin 
didn’t need tricks and be never ex- 
ploited things as crudely as in the 
Ben-Gurion Shavit photo. How nec- 
essay that reactor's destruction was, 
can be seen from the Iraqi use of gas 
warfare against its own Kurdish 
population. We are dealing with a 
regime that knows no scruples. 

“The date was dictated not by the 
approaching 198] election but by 
the fact that the reactor’s construc- 
tion was nearly complete. Any wait 
would have meant that it would be 
activated and that bombing it after 
that would have the effect of a nu- 
clear explosion. There was good 
reason for what was done then and 
when it was done.” Kadishai 
maintains. 

WEISS DOESN'T reject this ver- 
sion but says that “as things turned 
out it didn't hurt the Likud and thus 
certainly fits in the category of an 
event dramatically used by a party 
during a campaign, even if it was not 
deliberately engineered with the 
campaign in mind. We in Labour 
contributed to the Likud’s profit by 
reacting badly. Our criticism was 
seen as stemming from ill-will and 
the nation after all likes heroics.” 

Tn any case, says Weiss, “by 1984 
no gimmicks were employed. For 
one thing, such tricks depend on 
Opportunity. which doesn't always 
conveniently arise. But more than 
that, the voters have got the idea 
& and it is not easy to impress them 
- with such fireworks any more. 
“Thus I am sure the New York 
meeting between Reagan, Peres, 
and the Egyptian foreign minister 
will not produce any drama. Peace 
did not emerge from that meeting, 
though I am sure that Shamir would 
not have balked if invited himself — 
or if invited to Moscow. He had to 
make do with the lesser Hungary 
and would surely not object to a 
tete-a-tete with the Egyptian 
president. . 

“The giants of the past were dra- 
ma themselves. With Ben-Gurion it 
was drama every day and, at his 
peak, boundless self-confidence. 
Begin was a similar. 
complain about his 1981 meeting 
with the Egyptian president during 
the campaign, but Begin didn’t need 
the boost -- not after the peace 
agreement. Today's contestants 
could use help but it is hard to get 
and the people have wisened up,” 
Weiss asserts. 

Which brings us back to the Ofek. 
Could it not do what the Shavit did 
27 years ago? 

“No way! It won't work,” Weiss 
Says categorically. 

“The people are anyway con- 
vinced now of our technological 
prowess and in fact suspect that we 
are capable of far more than is let on 
publicly. This was not so in 1961. 
Besides, in whose favour will this 
work? There is 2 national unity gov- 
ernment. Will Shamir reap the fruits 
as prime minister? Or Peres as his 
number two? Or Rabin as defence 
minister? Or Prof. Yuval Ne’eman 
(head of the Tehiya party) as head 
of the Israel's space agency? Things 
are too complicated for a clear ad- 
vantage to any one side. And that is 
why the Ofek is no Shavit. The Ofek 
is just a non-partisan satellite.”

The uses 
of guilt 


THE Kaipei to which we Israelis 
will be going on November 1 to 
cast our ballots was, in its origi- 
nal Greek form and in the form 
in which it was used in the Sec- 
ond Temple. an urn for drawing 
lots or casting votes. 


In the Temple, during the 
Yom Kippur service, the High 
Priest drew from it the lots that 
determined which of two previ- 
ously selected goats would be 
sacrificed to God as a sin offering 
and which would be the “scape- 
goat.” The latter was sent to 

2aze/ — that is, shoved down a 
steep mountainside to its de- 
struction in the wildemess out- 
side Jerusalem - carrying ail of )~ 
the Jewish people's sins of the 
past year, which the High Priest 
had symbolically placed on it. 


He deposited the sins on the 
goat by placing his hands on it 
and uttering a nine-word confes- 
sion in the nation’s name: 
“Please, God, Your people, the 
House of Israel, has sinned 
{three terms are used here em- 
bracing the full range of knowing 
and unintentional transgres- 
sions} before You," and begging 
forgiveness on the basis of the 
promise in Lev. 30 (the same 
chapter, incidentally, in which 
the mysterious Azaze/ is first 
mentioned). 


Eartlier in the service, the High 
Priest similarly begged expiation 
in two separate rites — first for his 
and his family's sins and then for 
those of his priestly guild. He did 
so each time by symbolically 
placing the sins on a young bull 
to be sacrificed as a sin offering, 
and each time uttering a similarly 
succinct confession. 


(Of course, the Yom Kippur 
rites, we are taught, expiate only 
sins against God. For sins against 
our fellows, God forgives us only 
after we have asked those we 
have. wronged to forgive us, 
which they are bidden to do.)

JUDAISM, as we see, long ago 
recognized the value of i 
the responsibility of guilt, 
‘exercising the attendant 


What are these privileges? Re- 
jecting the notion that Man is a 
machine acting purely —-mean- 
inglessly, purposelessly -- in re- 
sponse to his genetic composi- 
tion and environmental 
conditions, Judaism says that by 
acknowledging and confessing, 
we are then free to expiate our 
wrongdoing and can not only go 
on living, but also enrich our 
lives. “Conceal your faults, and 
you will not prosper; confess and 
give them up, and you will find 
mercy” (Prov. 28:13). 

The founder of the Ger Hassi- 
dic dynasty, Rabbi Yitzhak Meir 
Alter, noticed a disciple engaged 
in an almost-frenzied recitation 
of the “A! het™ list of sins in the 
Yom Ki Service, accompa- 
nied by violent breast beating. 
Afterwards, he said to the young 
man: “Instead of dwelling so on 
the litany of sins. concentrate 
more on the “You [God] shall 
rule” prayer, directing your 
heart towards improvement.” 


ACCORDINGLY, as we see in 
the High Priest's succinct confes- 
sions, Judaism also rejects para- 
lysing or suicidal excesses of self- 
accusation and guilt feeling. 


If you have confessed your sins 
one Yom Kippur and not repeat- 
ed them. the Talmud teaches. 
you are not to confess them the 
following Yom Kippur. If you 
nevertheless confess, then you 
are of the ilk of whom the author 
of Prov. 26:11 said, “As a dog 
returns to its vomit, a stupid man 
returns to his folly.” 


In the same vein, the Talmud 
calls “presumptuous” one who 
proclaims his sins aloud and in 
great detail. 

Furthermore, public confes- 
sion is frowned upon except 
when the sin was committed in 
public. 


ALL THE ABOVE applies to 
ordinary folk in ordinary times. 
All the more should they apply 
to professional sin-seekers in 
troubled times. 


Forty-eight years ago, a year- 
and-a-half before the U.S. had 
been bombed into World War 1, 
when German-Japanese murder- 
ous international gangsterism 
was marching unhindered, Ar- 
chibald MacLeish, America's 
unofficial poet laureate, said: 


“Perhaps the luxury of the 
complete confession, the utter- 
most despair, the farthest doubt, 
should be denied themselves by 
writers living in any but the most 
orderly and settled times.” 


And at all times, leaders ought 
to remember the Talmudic dic- 
tum: “Fortunate is the genera- 
tion whose leader brings a sin 
offering over his unintentional 
transgressions.”

The setting was a political state: Inas- 
much as the Western European Jewish stdent 
confronts the shadows of assimilation in what 
some perceive to be “dying” Jewish communi- 
ties, the problem is far more acute in socialist 
countries.

Vienna synagogue is reopened 


50 years after ‘Kristalinacht’ 


llona Henry / Vienna 


On “Kristalinacht.” November 9, 
1938, some 56 synagogues in Vienna 
were set on fire by organized Nazi 
gangs. This city was already the cap- 
ital of the Ostmark. Only one syna- 
gogue remained untouched. 

The “spontaneous action of the 
enraged population™ (as the action 
was described by the Nazis) was, in 
fact, a well-organized demolition act 
following the assassination of Ger- 
man junior diplomat Ermst vom 
Rath by the Polish Jewish youth 
Herschel Grynspan in Paris two 
days earlier. 

But the Stadttempel, the Central 
Synagogue in Vienna's Stetten- 
gasse was not saved by an oversight: 
the building has the same facade as 
the adjoining residential houses. A 
fire would have affected the adja- 
cent apartments of “innocent non- 
Jews;" that’s bow the synagogue. 
built in 1826 by a renowned Bieder- 
meier architect, Josef Kornhusl, 
survived the barbaric destruction in 
1938. 

After six months of intensive re- 
construction work and a govem- 
ment and city investment of 10 mil- 
lion Austrian schillings (approx. 
$700,000), the synagogue was re- 
opened on Erev Rosh Hashana. 


Austrian Television transmitted . 


the one-hour ceremony live; it was 
attended by members of the govern- 
ment headed by Chancellor Dr. 
Franz Vranitzky. the mayor of Vien- 
na, Dr. Helmut Zilk. the Catholic 
Bishop of Viennz, Hans Hermano 
Cardinal Groer, and many other 
public personalities. U.S. Ambassa- 
dor Henry Grunwald, who was born 
in Vienna and was forced to leave in 
1938, was also there, as was former 
ambassador Ronald S. Lauder, who 
came especially from New York for 
the event. Dan Ashbel, cultural and 
Press attache at the Israeli Embassy 
was present as well as Count Die- 
trich von Bruhl, the West German 
ambassador.

Testing, testing 


SEOUL (AP) - The test for drugs 
among Olympic athletes is a two- 
step procedure designed to make 
sure cheats are caught and innocent 
competitors are not accused 


ly. 

The International Olympic Com- 
mittee is testing more athletes this 
year than ever before, taking urine 
samples from the three medallists 
plus at least one other competitor 
picked at random in each event. 

In addition, athletes in multi-day 
events can be tested more than once 
- after a heat for a sprinter, for 
instance, or following the first day of 
the five-day modern pentathlon. 

Those interim checks do not clear 
the athlete from being tested again 
after the final. 

The test itself starts immediately 
after the event. The athletes are led 
to a secure holding area and urinate 
in a plass bottle. 

Under IOC rules, the botues are 
sealed and taken under security to a 
laboratory. There, the samples are 
split into two parts - Part A for 
immediate testing, Part B for possi- 
ble use later. It is kept sealed and 
placed in a secure area. 

Part A is split into two portions, 
and each is run through a series of 
tests, looking for one of five drug 
classes — stimulants. narcotics, ana- 
bolic steroids, beta-blockers and 
diuretics, 

If either sample from Part A 
shows drugs on the banned list of 
some 100 items, it is compared with 
the other. If the two samples fall 
within statistical limits, the coded 
name on the sample bottle is broken 
and the athlete's team and interna- 
tional federation notified. 

With representatives of the medi- 
cal commission and the athlete's 
team, including the athlete himself if 
so desired, Part B of the urine sam- 
ple is taken out, unsealed, split in 
two and mn through the same tests. 

Only if Part A and Part B are 
found to match statistically in their 
drug profiles is a positive test de- 
clared.
